Sunday afternoon, tne Rev. Sterling, 
of Warrensburg, conducting th e ser­ 
vices. 
Th e interment will be in th e 
Smith ton 
cemetery. 
Mrs 
Ch ilton 
alone survives h er h usband, as no 
ch ildren were born of th eir union. 
No resident o t Pettis county is h eld 
in h igh er esteem 
th an 
was Judge 
Ch ilton, and th rough out th e length 
and breadth of th e county th e news 
of h is demise will be received most 
sorrowfully. 
He was a member of 
th e Ch ristian ch urch at Smith ton, but 
did not belong to any society or fra­ 
ternal order. 
Th e following sketch 
of th e life of th is model citizen is 
taken from th e 
“History of Pettis 
County,” p rinted in 18 8 2: 
Th e subject of th is sketch was born 
In Fauquier county, Va., on th e first 
day of Ap ril, 18 17, and moved with 
h is fath er’s family to Kanawh a coun- 
,ty, now W est Virginia, in th e fall of 
18 34, wh ere h e attended th e common 
sch ools and worked on th e farm. 
In 18 37 h e entered Bacon college In 
Georgetowm, Ky., and graduated In 
civil and top ograp h ical engineering in 
August, 18 39. He th en came to Mis­ 
souri in October, 18 45, and 
taugh t 
sch ool; 
th en 
surveyed 
government 
lands and dealt in live stock until 
1S52. 
He was married in March , 18 53, in 
Alabama, to Susan E. Hamp ton, a rela­ 
tive of th e warrior and statesman, and 
in Ap ril of th e same year settled on 
th e farm wh ere h e now’ lives, four 
miles north of Smith ton, Pettis coun­ 
ty, Missouri. 
In August, 18 75, h e was ap p ointed 
by Gov. Hardin as Justice at large, 
to fill th e vacancy caused by th e re­ 
signation of Joh n M. Sneed, w’h ich 
p osition h e continued to fill until th e 
summer of 18 78 , at wh ich time, h av­ 
ing received th e 
nomination of th e 
democratic p arty for th e legislature, 
h e resigned th e p osition to wh ich h e 
h ad been twice ap p ointed and twice 
elected, and at th e general election 
in 18 78 h e was ch osen to rep resent 
Pettis county in th e Th irtieth gener­ 
al assembly of th e state of Missouri. 


. th e circuit court, w’h ere th e p enalty 
for h is offense 
was p aid in dollars 
and cents, but h is old-time cunning 
and influence failed h im th is morning 
and 
th e doors of th e Pettis county 
jail clanged beh ind h im. 
Counce was arrested last nigh t by 
th e dep uty constables for disturbing 
th e p eace of h is wife. 
He furnish ed 
a bond for h is ap p earance in Judge 
X. H. Rogers’ court, and, returning 
h ome, continued to abuse h is wife, 
driving h er away from h er h ome. 
Counce was 
convicted 
wh en ar­ 
raigned in court th is morning and h e 
filed an affidavit, taking an ap p eal to 
th e criminal court. 
His 
bond was 
p laced at $300 and Judge Rogers or­ 
dered Counce locked up in th e county 
jail. Counce wanted h is liberty to se­ 
cure bondsmen, but th e judge said th at 
after h e reach ed th e jail th e jailer 
w’ould send for th e men h e desired to 
furish surety for h im.

by taking strych nine ac h is 
h ome, No. 418 Boonville street, wnere 
h e resided with h is wife aLd five ch il­ 
dren. 
Padgett, wh o was about 35 years of 
age, returned h ome last evening un­ 
der th e influence of liquor, and h is 
condition caused some angry words 
to p ass between h im and members of 
h is family. He th en ordered h is son, 
I^onard, aged 13 years, to go to a 
drug store and p urch ase ten cents* 
worth of strych nine. Th e boy refused 
to go at th at time, but at a later 
h our in th e evening h is fath er com­ 
p elled th e lad, by th reats, to 
p ur­ 
ch ase th e p oison. 
Th e h oy told Otis 
W. Smith , th e Engineer street drug­ 
gist, from wh om h e bough t th e strych ­ 
nine, th at it was to be used for killiiig 
rats.

Lena Padgett, th e eldest daugh ter, 
knocked th e glass o f water from Pad­ 
gett’s h and, and th en tried to stop h er

Th e desp erate man 
broke away 
from h is daugh ter, 
and a moment 
later was seized with convulsions. 
Dr. Frank R. Morley was summoned 
to attend Padgett, but wh en h e ar-% 
aved at th e Padgett h ome death h ad 
ended th e sufferings of th e p oisoned 
man. 
Coroner Guy Titsworth h eld an in­ 
quiry, th is forenoon, into th e death of 
Padgett, in th e criminal court room 
at th e court h ouse.

Thirty mounted natives 
mounted on their oxen stand at at­ 
tention

mounted. At the signal they rush at 
each other, the oxen with their heads 
lowered ready to strike, the natives 
with their spears grasped firmly and 
ey es fixed on 
the 
oncoming “foe.” 
They come to a sudden halt when 
about three feet apart, w’heel right- 
about-face and made ready for the 
second charge. 
To one w’atching it seems as though 
the two corps must of a certainty go 
crashing into each other, and this 
is what sometimes does happen in the 
early drills. 
These accidents never 
result in serious mishaps, however, 
and amid great 
y elling of natives, 
sounding of 
bugles, 
snorting and 
stamping of oxen the cavalry is al­ 
way s brought back into position and 
order is once more wrought out of 
chaos. 
The oxen are neither slow nor easily 
frightened and 
they 
have proved 
most intelligent, learning their part 
of army life with remarkable rapidity 
and taking to it as naturally as a reg­ 
ular veteran charger. They are pow­ 
erful beasts and possess great forti- 
tiide and endurance. Lacking fear in 
battle and advancing with great speed 
upon an opposing army , their horns 
pointing forward, they would create 
great havoc among horse cavalry .
